Complete and in fair condition. Missing coupling. Dated 
circa 1870.

(forked beam). Complete and in good condition. Possible 
red paint on some of the wood.

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WOODEN STATUES 


The NPS Clearinghouse has a pair of wooden statues of 
female figures and a wooden bust of St. Sebastian, which 
are available for transfer, loan, or exchange. Interested 
parties should contact the editor for photographs. 


Two Wooden Statues 


Matching statues of women, probably carved from pine, 
are 25 inches tall and 10 inches wide. The women are 
dressed in flowing robes with one breast expcsed. They 
are standing on 8 inch x 8 inch wooden bases. Each statue 
has one foot resting on a sphere. The hand on the same 
side of the body as the sphere is raised in the air with the 
fingers curled as though they were grasping something. 
The statues were gilded at one time; however, most of the 
gold has worn off the wood. 


The backs of the statues have two angular indentations at 
the shoulder level, suggesting that wings may have been 
attached to them at one time. A small square-headed nail 
remains in one hole. The backs of the statues are not 
finished; they are flat and have no relief carved into them, 
indicating they were displayed against a wall or some 
structure. 


The hands of both statues have been recarved and 
reattached, but the recarved hands have not been painted. 
There are traces of paint around the faces. Much of the 
gilding has worn away, and the gesso has been chipped in 
some places. The bases are badly insect damaged, and 
insects have done some minor damage to the statues. The 
can be exhibited. 


Wooden Bust 


The wooden bust is of St. Sebastian, a Christian «0 
served as a Captain in the Roman Army of Diocletian. It 
is reported that when Diocletian heard Sebastian was a 
Christian, he had him executed by archers. 


The wooden bust or icon is 36 inches high and 23 inches 
wide. St. Sebastian is clad in what appears to be a toga, 
knotted on the right shoulder. Three holes (arrow?) in 
the torso have traces of red pigment. The figure has 
straight black hair. The base is decorated with scrolls and 
rests on four paw feet. A 2 1/2 inch round ornate cavity 
is located in the center of the base in the front and may 
have held some form of relic. Portions of the nose are 
missing along with some of the gesso and gilding. There 
is also a large crack at the chest level. The bust will 
require stabilization, repainting, and regilding to be 
exhibited. 
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condition is fair. The glass measures L 25.5, W 20.3, T 0.2 
cm.

GRANT PLAQUE 


A post 1885 plaque of U.S. Grant is available for transfer, 
loan, or exchange from the NPS Clearinghouse. 


The plaque is 27 cm in diameter and is made of molded 
iron. Stamped on the front, surrounding a bust/profile 
relief of Grant, is the following: “FIDUS ET AUDAX" 
(top), °1822" (left side), "1885" (right side), "U.S. GRANT 
(bottom). Stamped on the back is “ART NOVELTY CO", 
“HAMILTON, Ohio.". 


The front of the plaque is painted with bronze powder. 
Grant's likeness has been hand painted with the following 
colors: black, grey, blue, and flesh tones. He wears a 
blue uniform with 3 stars on his shoulder. 

The plaque is complete and in good condition; however, 
there is residue (on the left side of Grant) where a label 
was adhered.

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NAUTICAL PAINTINGS 


The NPS Clearinghouse has two paintings of nautical 
subjects available for transfer, loan, or exchange. Both 
paintings appear to be by the same artist. One painting is 
of a clipper ship. The other features the small steam 
vessel Howell with sailing vessels around it. Both 
paintings are on a fabric (canvas or linen) that has been 
attached to Masonite and bordered with 3 inch cloth tape 
(1/4 inch of the tape wraps around onto the painting’s 
surface). Neither of the paintings are signed or dated. 


Clipper Ship 


This painting measures 52 cm by 73 cm (20 1/2 inches by 
28 1/2 imches) and features the starboard cide of an 
unnamed clipper skip under full sail and flying an 
American flag (c 1820). Silhouettes of a Chinese junk and 
another clipper ship sail past a mountainous shoreline 
(which could be either Whampoa Island, an oriental 
trading center for the clipper ships, or Hong Kong) under 
a sky of billowing clouds. A few crudely painted figures 
are on the ship’s deck. One of them stands near the stern 
with what appears to be a telescope to his eye. 


Howell 


This painting measures 52.5 cm by 74 cm (20 3/4 inches 
by 29 inches) and prominently features the port side of the 
small steam vessel Howell surrounded by one, two, and 
three-masted schooners. The shoreline in the background 
is surmounted by a large five story structure (possibty a 
capital building) flying a large American flag from a 
central flagpole on the roof. A lighthouse is on a point to 
the left of the large building. A bearded figure (probably 
the boat’s captain or owner) stands confidently in the bow 
under what appears to be « profile of a bird on the trim 
of the pilot house. Several doors open out of a single 
structure on the main deck. A large smokestack protrudes 
through the roof of the structure. Although smaller pipes 
show wisps of steam, no smoke is coming out of the stack. 


Both paintings need to be cleaned and stabilized and 
retiaed. Neither painting is framed; mid-19h century 
frames would be appropriate. Interested parties should 
contact the editor for photographs. 
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FRAMES GALORE 


The following frames are available for transter, loan, or 


Unless otherwise 
noted the frames do not have glass.

Vertical pine cove and molded gilt gesso frame with an 
acanthus design at the outer edge. To dull the gilt, it has 
been overlayed with shellac. The frame was made for a 
small cil painting. Overall, its condition is fair; some of 
the molding is chipped and missing. [Its interior 
measurements are L 19.2, W 13.8 cm. Dated 1850-1890. 


Horizontal molded oak gesso frame painted dark brown 
with a gilt liner. It has probably been shellacked. The

Walnut vertical shadow box frame with glass, deep cove 
molding and a large bead front with molded sides. It has 
hand painted grain near the bead and a gilt liner adjacent 
to a strip of black paint.

Horizontal pine frame painted dark brown. It is sturdy, 
but portions of the paint are missing, showing the red- 
orange paint bencath the brown.
